patient’s overall health care 


plan; may enable patients to be 
discharged earlier from the 
hospital and may delay or defer 
admission to a nursing home. 
Home care may be the most 
desirable service for some per- 
sons. 

In addition to skilled nursing 
other home care services 
available are orderly, home 
health aide and speech therapy 
services. 

The nurse performs such 
services as cannot be rendered 
by a less skilled person, Some 
of these services are giving 
injections; installing catheters; 
inserting levine tubes; chang- 
ing sterile dressing; drawing 
blood for special tests; and 
teaching special procedures and 
treatments including diets, oxy- 
gen therapy, breathing exer- 
cises, care of special equip- 
ment, simple exercises and 
teaching the patient and family 
how to care for their own 
health needs. 

The home health aide pro- 
vides personal care services 
to the patient when the patient 
or family is unable to provide 
this care. Aide services in- 
clude baths, special skin care, 
shampoos, ambulation acti- 
ties and other services are 
assigned. Orderly services are 
available for male patients re- 
quiring catheter care. 

The speech therapist provides 
evaluation and rehabilitation to 
patients whose illnesses have 
presented communication prob- 
lems. 


Twenty counties in Alabama 
were certified for home health 
services when Medicare came 
into being in July, 1°66. Coffee 
County has been a pioneer in 
this venture. A home health 
advisory committee has been 
in existence since August 4, 
1°66. Meetings are held quart- 
erly at Elba General and En- 
terprise Hospital alternately. 
Jim Nichols, administrator, of 
Elba General Hospital is the 
advisory council chairman. 
Membership is composed of 
medical, nursing and lay per- 
sonnel interested in the health 
and well being of Coffee County 
residents. 

Currently 36 patients from 
the Elba area and 22 patients 
from the Enterprise area are 
being cared for in the home 
care program. Public Health 
Nurses participate in dis- 
charge planning with the local 
hospitals in an effort to avail 
patients of this service. Pat- 
ients are also referred by 
medical doctors, community 
agencies and individuals. To 
be eligible for admission to the 
home care program a patient 
must be: (1) essentially home 
bound; (2) under the care of 
a physician who gives orders 
for services to be rendered at 
least every sixty days while 
the patient is receiving care 
and (3) in need of some type 
or level of skilled care.

A saleswoman writes: ‘'‘I am 
in my early 40’s, am healthy 
and have no history of breast 
cancer in my family or any 
other risk factors. I was told 
that I shouldn’t have routine 
breast X-rays until I am 50. 
What kind of examinations sh- 
ould I be having?’ 


ANSWERIline: First of all, you 
should be examining your 
breasts yourself each month 
for any possible changes. Br- 
east self-examination is a life- 
saving habit that women of all 
ages should acquire, and com- 
plete and easy instructions are 
available from your American 
Cancer Society free of charge. 
Also, each year you should 
have your breasts examined 
by a physician who will also 
go over your medical history. 
Naturally, if you notice any 
changes in your breasts be- 
tween these annual checkups, 
you should see your physician 


as soon as possible.

A lithographer asks: ‘‘Who is 
more likely to get cancer - a 
maa or a woman?’’ 


ANSWERIline: In 1°77 approxi- 
mately 347,000 American men 
will develop cancer as well as 
will 343,000 American women. 
There is a far more startling 
difference, however, when you 
consider who is more likely 
to die of cancer. Cancer is 
most curable when detected in 
an early stage and treated pr- 
omptly, and women are more 
likely than men to have regu- 
lar physical checkups and pay 
attention to cancer’s warning 
signals. Also, there is an en- 
ormous lung cancer death toll 
of American men because of 
cigarette smoking which is far 
beyond that for women, although 
in the future greater numbers 
of women may die of lung can- 
cer because of their increasing 
cigarette habit.

A reader shares this exper- 
ience: ‘‘Ten years ago in my 
third pregnancy I developed a 
very rare form of cancer cal- 
led choriocarcinoma. I was 
successfully treated and I am 
very much alive. I think that 
your readers would be en- 
couraged to learn about what’s 
being accomplished.”’ 


ANSWERline: Choriocarcinoma 
is a rare form of cancer which 
develops after pregnancy, and 
used to kill women. But in 
1°55, two scientists, Drs. Min 
Chiu Li and Roy Hertz, treated 
a young woman with advanced 
choriocarcinoma with a drug 
that, made the cancer disappear. 
Today, 27 years after their ori- 
ginal discovery, some of the 
first patients that they treated 
are still alive and well. Now, 
using a combination of drugs, 
physicians are able to cure 
between 5 and 100 percent 
of women in whom the disease 
is detected in an early stage 
and achieve remission (disap- 
pearance) of the disease in 75 
percent of women with ad- 
vanced choriocarcinoma. This 
achievement is important not 
only for the women with this 
particular form of cancer, it 
is another medical milestone 
in the use of drugs to treat 
cancer.

Marion Sanders was represent- 
ing the Wiregrass Resource 
Conservation and Development 
Project carrying a resolution 
adopted at the Alabama As- 
sociation of Conservation Dis- 
trict Supervisors meeting in 
Huntsville. 

There was also a slide 
series presented that featured 
the Wiregrass RO&D Project 
in which Coffee County had 
an important portion. 

Some of the topics covered 
in the research meetings were 
conservation tillage, preserva- 
tion of prime agricultural 
lands, agricultural effects on 
wildlife in America, wildlife 
habitat improvement, a nation- 
al range and pasture program, 
and more.

calcium content of plants. 

There are two principal 
sources of agricultural lime; 
calcitic, which furnishes cal- 
cium, and dolomitic, which sup- 
plies calcium and magnesium. 
Auburn University experiments 
show that where needed lime 
increases corn yields as much 
as 32 bushels per acre and will 
double pasture production. 
About a half million tons of 
lime are being used annually 
in Alabama. There is an urgent 
need for a million tons to be 
used each year. 

There are two things that 
must be done to get clovers 
back in pastures or to keep 
them where there is now a 
Stand: apply limeand fertilizer; 
and graze or mow sod as close 
to ground as possible in late 
September. Research has 
shown that the major plant 
nutrients are most readily av- 
ailable to crops over the pH 
range of 6.0 to 7.5. Experi- 
ments show that one pound of 
phosphorus on pastures pro- 
duced more forage at pH 6.3 
than three pounds of pH 5.2. 
Lime disked into the surface 
of the soil does not affect the 
PH appreciably below the ‘top 
inch or two. To do the job 
right and get lime with the 
soil in the rooting zone, it 
must be plowed down. 

Each of you should assist 
the other agricultural workers 
in the promotion of better lime 
usage.

with precision in getting the 
materials applied at the proper 
time. 

| talked with Dr. Gale 
Buchanan, Alabama's weed and 
grass research leader, about 
some of the pitfalls to avoid 
in selecting and applying mat- 
erials. He said, “The most im- 
portant thing is (1) match the 
right herbicide with the right 
job. This is where many folks 
make mistakes. It is really 
knowing the weeds you have 
on your farm. (2) Next is to 
put the material out correctly, 
at the right time and at the 
right rate. You have some Jee- 
way, but you have to keep in 
mind that for each day you put 
out the material before the 
crop is there is a day lost in 


control. It shortens the span.. 


Calibration of the sprayer is 
also important.” 

How late can you make 
multiple applications? Dr. 
Buchanan continued, “They 
should be made fairly early to 
avoid injury to peanuts, and 
this is when you need to be 
doing weed control. The first 
6-8 weeks after peanuts come 
up, you need to be putting 
over - the - top applications 
of Dinitro or other materials. 
You can use up to three appli- 
cations. If you also use a 
cracking spray, you are limited 
to two additional applications. 
You need to get in quick with 
your back-up weed control as 
soon as necessary: AS soon as 
you see more weeds, get back 
in there and get them.” 

Dr. Buchanan emphasized 
matching the materials with 
the weeds and grasses to be 
controlled. An example of this 
is in the use of Balan. Balan 
is excellent on crabgrass, 
goosegrass and crowfoot- 
grass. It is also excellent on 
Florida pusley. It is good on 
Texas panicum. Cobex is ex- 
cellent on crabgrass and also 
on Florida pusley. 

A combination of Vernam 
plus Balan will give excellent 
control of grasses and Florida 
pusley and good control of Tex- 
as panicum and yellow nuts- 
edge. This is the reason why 
many Coffee County farmers 
use a combination of materials. 
Lasso isa preemergence treat- 
ment and is excellent on crab- 
grass, goosegrass and crow-

MICROWAVE COOKING 
Microwave cooking has 
many advantages. There are 
some things that microwave 
cooking can’t do and other 
things it does differently from 
a regular-type oven. 
Microwave cooking, like any 
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other type, is a learned skill. 
You have to spend a little time 
practicing to get the hang of 
cooking with microwaves. But, 
the changes you have to make 
aren't that drastic and there 
are many instruction books av- 
ailable to help you. 

The food industry has even 
been discussing designing an 
identifying symbol to display 
on all food products which are 
Suitable for and have instruct- 
ions for cooking by microwave. 

It's possible to cook only 
with microwaves, but you will 
probably have to change your 
eating habits and even give up 
some of your favorite recipes 
that just don’t work well in a 
microwave oven. 

You and your family might 
be better off and happier with 
your microwave oven if you 
combine cooking methods. Use 
microwaves on dishes where 
they work well and switch to 
conventional cooking for re- 
cipes that can’t be adapted to 
the microwave method. 

Your microwave can save 
you a lot of time and work in 
preparing meals for your fam- 
ily -- and they’re excellent for 
reheating leftovers. But, don’t 
ignore other methods -- they 
have their place, too. 


BASIC BASTING 

An oven roast that’s basted 
too often will shrink more than 
one that hasn't been basted at 
all. Why? When the cool air 
let in every time you open the 
oven door strikes the hot meat, 
it causes part of the shrinkage. 
Thus, it may be better to re- 
duce the number of bastings.

In some of the postemer- 
gence treatments Basagran, 
which is recommended for the 
first time this year, is good 
on bristly starbur. We have a 
lot of trouble with bristley 
starbur in Coffee County, and 
Iam certain many of our grow- 
ers will be using some of this 
material this year. Butyrac 
and Butoxone and Permerge 
are fair on bristly starbur. 
Basagran is also excellent on 
cockleburs, and Butyrac and 
Butoxone are also excellent 
in cocklebur control. 

Premerge plus Amiben give 
good control of Florida 
beggarweed at the ground 
cracking stage. Dyanap, An- 
crack and Klean-Krop give fair 
to good control. Permerge in 
combination with Lasso also 
gives fair to good control of 
Florida beggarweed. 

County agents in the Wire- 
grass have mailed or will mail 
shortly the 1977 peanut weed 
control recommendations. On 
page 4 a list of herbicides is 
given. Then 12 of the most 
common weeds are listed 
across the top. Each herbicide 
is rated either excellent, good, 
fair or poor on each of the 
weeds or grasses. This chart 
could be very useful to agrow- 
er in determining which mat- 
erials and combination of mat- 
erials to use.

HERBICIDES 

Dr. Gale Buchananat Auburn 
is a firm believer of using 
herbicides properly. He men- 
tioned three things that Coffee 
County farmers can do to in- 
sure better weed and grass 
control. He said, ‘‘The most 
important thing is to match 
the right herbicide with the 
right job. It is really know- 
ing the weeds you have and 
matching up the herbicides that 
would do the best job with the 
weeds you have on your farm. 
Next is to put the material out 
correctly, at the right time 
and at the right rate. Cali- 
bration of the sprayer is also 
very important.”’

CORN PLANTING DATES 

A lot of corn is being plant- 
ed in Coffee County now. This 
corn could make excellent 
yields. However, if dry wea- 
ther occurs in May, the yield 
will be dramatically reduced. 
Some of the research shows 
that early planted corn almost 
always makes more than later 
planted corn. Yields depent 
almost entirely on the wea- 
ther if you assume that the 
fertilizer, variety and spac- 
ing are the same. So wea- 
ther is extremely important. 

With the tremendous mar- 
kets we have for corn, Harrell 
Milling Company, ConAgra, the 
various grain companies, sev- 
eral of our producers are 
growing corn for the cash mar- 
ket. The August price is usual- 
ly high, and some growers have 
made good money now for a 
number of years with varieties 
planted early. 

In many cases corn is now 
as valuable a cash crop as pea- 
nuts were ten years ago on a 
per acre basis. So we have 
opportunities both in corn and 
soybeans. If we can get the 
weather to cooperate, we could 
make a lot corn in Coffee Coun- 
ty in 1977. 


PEANUT PLANTING DATES 
Dean Bond, our former pea- 
nut specialist, used to empha-

size the importance of early 
planted peanuts. However, 


reséarch shows that there is 
not a great deal of difference 
whether peanuts are planted the 
first week in April or the week 
in May. Many growers like to 
plant the first week in April 
or the first Week in May. Many 
growers like to plant peanuts 
just as soon Aprilas the weather 
permits, They feel like the nor- 
mal July rainfall will enable 
them to make a good crop of 


peanuts. Generally, early 
planted peanuts do make good 
yields. 


I hope Coffee County farmers 
will plant enough seed to get 
an excellent stand and will be 
ready to control weeds and 
grasses before a get out of 
hand. I am keeping my fin- 
gers crossed on the peanut crop 
this year. We need to make an 
excellent crop.

A Tribute To 


Mr. Fox

Longfellow, one of America’s 
greatest writers wrote “There 
is a Reaper whose name is 
Deathi"s o9 ba 

In a period of only a few 
months that Reaper has visited 
the home of the late Mr. Fox 
Brunson to take away both Mr. 
and Mrs. Brunson, leaving only 
their son, Marion, as a sur- 
viving member of the family. 

On Wednesday, February 16, 
1977, following a few days ill- 
hess, Mr. Fox Brunson died at 
Coffee General Hospital in En- 
terprise. 

A thriving little community 
with a post office, known as 
Brunson, Alabama in the area 
of Woodland Grove Baptist 
Church, about seven miles 
northeast of Elba, was the place 
of Fox’s birth. His parents were 
the late Mr. Arthur Brunson 
and Mrs. Victoria DuBose 
Brunson. At the age ofthirteen, 
Fox lost his devoted mother. 
Later, his father married Miss 
Zelma Rowe, daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Dee Rowe, 
who was a loyal and faithful 
wife and mother, and stilllives 
her in Elba to mourn Fox’s 
passing. 

Fox grew up in the Brunson 
Community and came with his 
family to live on Brunson Hill 
in Elba in 1918. 


On January 21, 1925, he 
was married to Miss Mary 
Bailey who preceded him in 
death only three and a half 
months. They were the parents 
of two sons, the late Fox Jr. 
and Marion. Mr. and Mrs. 
Brunson were very ambitious 
for their sons and provided 
extensive education opportuni- 
ties for both of them. Each: 
held degrees from outstanding 
southern universities. Fox 
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Brunson 


Jr.’s death in Mobile on March 
9, 1974 was a tragic blow to 
his wife and four children and 
his parents and only brother. 

In Fox’s early manhood he 
was engaged in saw mill, farm- 
ing and cattle raising. He was 
one of the first in Coffee County 
to turn to cattle raising on a 
large scale. He served in the 
Coffee County Cattlemen's As- 
sociation and as a director of 
the Farm Bureau for many 
years. 

He acquired vast land 
holdings and was one of the 
largest rental proprietors in 
this area. 

For twenty-four years Fox 
has sponsored the Annual Brun- 
son Reunion which is the oldest 
event of this kind in Coffee 
County’ and the surrounding 
counties of Alabama. His only 
surviving son, Marion, will 
continue to carry onthis family 
tradition. He will also operate 
his father’s large expanse of 
farms and other business in- 
terests. 

Mary and Fox worked as 
a team, and although they had 
much pride and interest in 
their business, their two sons 
were their source of greatest 
joy and pride. Shortly before 
Mrs. Brunson’s death they had 
the gratifying experience of 
seeing Marion named Enter- 
prise’s Man Of The Year. 

Mr. Fox Brunson had business 
dealings with the high and low, 
the poor and not so poor, and 
it was never said of him that 
he was unfair in his dealings. 

He was a member of the 
First Baptist Church. He was 
an asset to the City of Elba 
in many ways and will be great- 
ly missed, especially by those 
less fortunate who could always 
depend on him for help.

The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, March 14, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and voted 
unanimously to spend approxi- 
mately $24,000 to repair Cole's 
Bridge. The bridge, located 
near the New Hope Community, 
has been closed for several 
months, 

Mr. Rufus Bradley, perhaps 
the court’s most agreeable visi- 
tor, was first to address the 
court and told the commis- 
sioners' that he was having.

Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley told the commission that 
the money for the boat land- 
ing in Kinston is available, and 
all it would take to get it 
would be a letter from the 
city requesting the funds. 

Holley added that he had been 
informed that L.E.P.A. would 
provide the funds to purchase 
a picture taking machine (used 
in the new drivers’ licenses) 
for the Courthouse in Elba.

Mr. H. G. Reynolds was 
appointed to serve a six-year 
term on the Goodman Water 
Authority, 

Mr. C. L. Stevens and Mr 
Huey Lunsford were next to 
address thé court, and the two 
neighbors apparently wanted 
board to hear them argue. Mr 
ens told the commission not 
to close a road he uses just 
because Mr. Lunsford wants it 
closed. Stevens said ‘‘It is a 
public road, not justa back road 
used by me."’ 

Lunsford replied, ‘‘I’m not 
complaining about the road, | 
just think it should either be 
cleaned-up or closed."’ 

County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe told the twogentlemen the 
issue was ‘‘not a matter for 
the court,’’ and suggested they 
work it out between themselves. 

Judge James L. Sawyer 
told the gentlemen that the court 
has no intention of closing the 
road, and the two residents left, 
apparently satisfied. 

A request from Tom Casaday 
for gas and maintenance on his 
vehicle was read, but Commis- 
sion Clerk Burnease Winston 
informed the board that legally 
the county couldn’t provide gas 
or maintenance. All commis- 
sioners voiced wishes to help 
Mr. Casaday, but echoed the 
feelings that they couldn’t do 
something unlawful. 

The Senior Aide Program 
was discussed and the commis- 
sion decided to ask each agency 
using an aide to pay their 
share Of the salary. 

“We only ask for 5% of the 
salary,’’ said Commissioner 
Beckham, ‘‘and | think they 
should either pay-up or lose 
their aide."’ 

The commission voted to

pay its debts concerning the 
Senior Aide Program, but also 
decided to ask the agencies for 
their share of the expenses. 

Mr. Bill Ray, from the Farm- 
Home Administration, met with 
the commission and requested 
a C.E.T.A. slot so his of- 
fice could hirea secretary. Ray 
informed the board his office 
has been split, necessitating the 
need for a secretary. 

The commission told Ray 
it would consider his request 
with the others received, and 
would inform him of their de- 
cision. 

Roger Davis, representing 
the Fish and Game Commission, 


» requested the commission pur- 


chase a two-way radio for the 
department so they can talk with 
county and city police. Davis 
Said the radio was needed ‘‘to 
better serve the people’. The 
commission voted unanimously 
to purchase the radio at a cost 
of $502. 

Before Mr. Rowe left, Mrs. 
Winston asked him about the 
legality of paying a county em- 
ployee for work done for the 
county after working hours. The 
question arose following a bill 
received for services done at 
the jail. Rowe expressed his 
opinion that the payment would 
be legal, however, the com- 
missioners failed to approve 
paying the bill. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
informed the board he was 
working on a plan to put High- 
way Department employees on 
hourly pay. Mullins presented 
two examples of the effective- 
hess of the change to the com- 
missioners, and told them ‘‘I 
feel this method will work better 
and will not cut anyone’s salary."’ 
Mullins proposed a minimum 
weekly working time of 25 
hours. Mr. Mullins requested 
the commission think about the 
change and let him know at the 
next meeting. 

Mullins also asked the com- 
mission to clarify its policies 
on various items, and then 
recommended it adopt a policy 
that if the county provide pipe 
to an individual or: business, 
the recepient must furnish dirt 
to cover the pipe. 

Following a discussion con- 
cerning Cole's Bridge, the com- 
mission voted to fix the bridge 
at an estimated cost of $22,000- 
24,000. Work will be done by 
an outside crew under the 
Supervision of county en- 
gineers. 

Engineer Mullins also re- 
quested a new car for his use, 
and three dump trucks for the 
Highway Department. The 
Commission agreed to send out 
invitations for bids on the re- 
quested vehicles. 

Before leaving the meeting, 
Mr. Mullins informed the board 
that work on the Week's Bridge 
Road would begin in two or 
three weeks. The contracts 
will be let for construction of 
Pond Creek Road in April. 

In a related matter the com- 
mission voted to authorize the 
engineer (Mullins) and Civil 
Defense Director (Moose Hope) 
to make purchases upto $10,000

The Coffee County Jail was 
inspected by the State Board 
of Corrections on Monday, 
March 7, and while it didn’t 
exactly pass with flying col- 
ors, it did pass with only a 
minimal amount of required 
improvements. 

The inspection took nearly 
4-1/2 hours, and was con- 
ducted by State Inspector John 
R. Copeland. 

A summary of the results 
of the inspection read: The 
jail is in fair shape for its 
age. Observation windows and 
screens are poor. Two locks 
have been fabricated to work. 
Stairwell is narrow and small. 
Visitors are not being super- 
vised. Paid employees are 
not supervising the serving of 
meals. Kitchen is too small.
